This is 
a direct hint to the home editor that he doesn’t cut 
much ice, and if he be too thick-skulled to observe it, 
put him down as an ignoramus. 

Stir up as much strife as possible. A town can’t

Don’t encourage independence in the local news- 
paper.

Never take a local paper if its politics does not 
suit you. You are apt to be contaminated, or else 
discover that there is a little good in other parties be- 
sides your own. 

Whenever there is some error of omission or com- 
mission in your local newspaper jerk out your ‘‘ad” 
with a vengeance, This will teach the editor not to 
get fresh.

We take base burner 
coal stoves in the spring, store them for the summer, 
polish them and return them and set them up and get 
$2 and get extra for all repairs and micas. The same 
for cook stoves. For gasolene stoves we get $1 
for cleaning and 50c for storing. We take in some 
smaller heating stoves that we get $1 for storing and 
polishing. For a receipt we have a shipping card 
printed and perforated through the center, We num-

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ber the stub and part to be torn off the same and write 
owner’s name and date of receiving stove.

DEATH OF CONRAD HARRIS. 





The stove world will regret to learn of the passing 
away of Conrad Harris, of Cincinnati, in his eightieth 
year, on the 11th of March. 

Mr. Harris came to Cincinnati from Lancaster 
County, Pa. in the year 1844. He learned 
the trade of stove pattern making in Hollidaysburg, 
Pa. On arrival in Cincinnati he went into the employ 
of Miles Greenwood. In 1848 he and Mr. J. G. Lamb 
jointly engaged in the wood stove pattern business, 
and shortly thereafter he became associated with P. 
W. Zoinei, and these two conducted the same business 
for a period of 2l years. After the withdrawal of Mr. 
Zoinei, Mr. Harris’ son, Geo, B, Harris, became asso- 
ciated with the business, and the two conducted the 
same until the year 1884-5. After that time, having 
grown old, Mr. Harris retired to his farm on Price’s 
Hill, where he resided until his death. 

There are few of the oldtime manufacturers of stoves 
in this country who are not familiar with the really 
great achievements of Mr. Harris. In the early days 
it was customary for the stove manufacturer to secure 
about everything he possessed in the way of patterns 
from the pattern shop, that not only made the wood 
patterns, but also furnished the iron patterns, filed, 
fitted and follow-boarded them. ‘This was essentially 
Mr. Harris’ forte, and many millions of stoves, both 
heating and cooking, are today in use whose original 
patterns he provided and produced. Such oldtime 
manufacturers as John S. Perry, Alexander Bradley, 
William Resor, General Rathbone, Sherman S. Jewett, 
J. W. Ball, Nicholas Patterson, Giles F, Filley, J. L. 
Lithgow of Louisville and Mr. Pratt of Boston, 
availed themselves freely of Mr. Harris’ skill. 

Mr. Harris originated a large number of the suc- 
cessful types of cooking and heating stoves still cur- 
rent today. Healso invented a great number of the 
little devices, both exterior and interior, that ordi- 
narily call for the exercise of great skill and that pro- 
voke a large amount of worry for the average 
producer. 

In private life Mr. Harris was a man among men. 
Of great stature and commanding appearance, it niay 
be said of him that he was a perfect type of honesty 
and uprightness. He was without guile or sham pre- 
tense; he was of the old schoo! and exacted the per- 
formance of duty at the hands of every one under his 
control and when the duties were performed he was 
eager to acknowledge and recognize them. He leaves 
six sons, one daughter and a widow to mourn his death.

ing the old style wood picket wire fence having 
appealed to his inventive nature, His experiments 
along this line resulted in the contrivance of the Hart- 
man steel picket fence, and in 1886 he became asso- 
ciated with the Hartman Mfg. Co., Beaver Falls, Pa., 
in its manufacture. Believing that a more westerly 
location offered exceptional opportunities for building 
up an immense plant devoted exclusively to the manu- 
facture of woven wire fencing he, five years later,

plant is run by electricity. Motors are placed at con- 
venient locations through the plant, enabling portions 
of the machinery to be operated independently, or 
every department in full, according to the require- 
ments of the trade or the season, 

The manufacture of woven wire fencing, as con- 
ducted by this company, is deeply interesting. As 
above mentioned, they have two fencing factories, in 
both of which machines are installed to produce all 
varieties of fencing turned out by the company, which 
comprise field and hog fencing, poultry fencing, lawn 
and cemetery fencing and park fencing. They have

more recent machines are quite marked. In his first 
machines, for instance, the pickets for hog and field 
fencing were crimped in a special machine for that 
purpose and then inserted by band in their proper 
place in the weaving machine previously prepared 
with cables or longitudinal wires, after the fashion of 
a cloth weaver’s warp. In the improved machines the 
whole process is done on one machine, which automat- 
ically draws the wire from a side reel into the proper 
place for a picket, cuts it off, and crimps it and locks 
it into the cables. Probably the most interesting 
machines are those weaving poultry fencing. 
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The salient features of merit in the M. M.S. poul- 
try fencing are found in its multitude of horizontal 
wires, the cabled selvage and cable, every foot in the 
height of the fence, to say nothing of the connecting 
mesh wires; this, coupled with its peculiar construc- 
tion, bars every possibility of its contraction, sagging 
or narrowing together between the posts, it is claimed, 
thereby doing away with the top and bottom rail and 
half the number of posts usually required. This fen- 
cing is made of the best galvanized steel wire, smooth- 
ly and evenly woven,and retains its full height before

as well as after stretching. Beginning at the bottom 
the spacing between the horizontal wires for first foot 
is 1} in., second foot 24 in. and 34 in. above. 

In the Union lock field and hog fence, nothing but 
the best No. 14 gavanized steel wire is used, and 
enough of it to insure sufficient strength to turn all 
stock that may come in contact with it and give it 
durability. Every horizontal line is composed of two 
wires uniformly twisted together, and the picket is 
so twisted into the cable as to make it impossible for 
it to unlock or get loose. It is flexible and adjusts

itself perfectly to hilly or rolling grounds without 
buckling. This fence is made only in the close mesh, 
with the pickets 6 inches apart. 

Their steel web picket walk gates have wood 
frame with metal corners and brackets. They are 
standard size, 3 feet wide by 27 inches high. The 
body of all these gates is made of 1$x1} inch good 
oak wood, finished in oil (two coats) and metal and 


brackets japanned. This construction not only makes 
a strong but avery handsome gate. 

The Union Lawn fence is made in standard rolls 
of 300 feet. The pickets are made of two No. 2, 
gavanized steel wire with two twists between open- 
ing in the picket. The spacing between the legs of the 
pickets in the standard fence is 2$ ‘inches, and in the 
close mesh 1# inches, in each case measuring from the 
nearest points and notfrom theircenters. The cables 
are made of two No, 14 galvanized steel wires, spaced 
64 inches apart, These are twisted between the legs 
of the pickets which hold the flat side of the picket in 
the plane of the fence, and at the same time prevent 
the cables from slipping on the picket. 

Their Web picket fencing compactly rolled up, 
makes it very convenient to handle. A standard roll 
contains 300 feet. Special lengths are made to order. 

Since 1898 this firm have built all their machines 
in their own machine shop. This change was found 
expedient because improvements in weaving this fenc- 
ing are constantly being made, and it is constantly 
necessary to test new forms of machines. It is obvi- 
ous that supervision of these tests is much easier in 
their own plant than elsewhere. Their equipment 
comprises automatic gear cutters, milling machines, 
drills, planes, etc., including a 16-foot planer and a 
5-foot radial drill. 

This firm make admirable provision for carefully 
and promptly meeting the requirements of the trade 
as they carry large stocks of their complete line of 
goods at both Kansas City andSan Francisco.

PATTERN FOR A METAL BOAT. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
There is no special rule by which the boat is 
made. For the one I made, I submit the following 


measurements: Extreme length of bottom, 15 ft., 6 - 


in.; width, 25 inches; taper gradually three feet from 
point. Top width of boat, 38 inches; taper to corre- 
spond with bottom. Height 13 inches, A represents 
air-chamber and seat combined; B is a molding and 
air-chamber combined; C, bottom connecting irons; X, 
bolt and top connecting-irons; D, strip for seat to 
rest on. The section with the air-chamber in the end 










































































is made two inches shorter than the other section. 
This is done for convenience in nesting one section in 
the other, 

First make your bottom of g-inch pine. False 
strip it cross-ways to hold it together, then saw it in 
two; in.the proper place make light ribs of ash or some 
hard wood; make the end, where boat butts together, 
of same material as bottom, and fasten tightly to first 
set of ribs. Use light head blocks to fasten the iron 
to at the ends or points; nail or screw a 2-inch strip 
of pine, #-inch thick, the length of boat to top of ribs 
as shown in sketch. Now cover the entire outside 
surface of the boat with galvanized iron, I used No. 
25, Juniata; 30-inch iron split lengthwise will make it, 
allowing to double-seam the bottom and pinning to 
air-chamber on top. Turn the top of iron in ? of an 
inch, then back again g of aninch. This will receive 
the top of the air-chamber, which you will pin down 
tightly and solder firmly. The air-chamber at the 
ends is put together in the same manner, Cut air- 
chamber pieces 10 inches long and 8 inches wide; 
notch each corner properly, at one end turn a lock } 
inch, then throw your work over and reverse your 
lock the same width back. This, you perceive, makes 
your work so that one end will slip in the other. This 
is done, as all practical tinners know that a slip-soldered 
joint will crack. All joints should be carefully soldered. 
The air-chamber is half round, Place a piece of light 
hoop-iron in the lock and when you form it pull the 
hoop-iron out aud your seam is open nicely to admit 
the other end. Turn a narrow edge on one side of 
air-chamber to solder underneath to boat, Cut out 


four blocks of pine, same shape as air-chamber, & 
inches long; drive in the end firmly where sections 
come together. Screw or nail in tightly and solder 
over screw holes, then cover the end tightly with gal- 
vanized iron, The connecting-irons any blacksmith 
can make. The edges and bolt heads must be tinned 
and soldered firmly to bottom. The iron with the pin 
must be bolted flush with the end of the boat, 
Double-seam the end the same as the bottom. 
This I consider practically a safe boat. The section 
with the air-chamber in the end when filled with water 
will carry a man. The boat will carry three or four 
men with guns, baggage, etc. I submit this for those 
interested. I have tried to make it plain so that any 
tinner with a little carpenter help can make it. Rivets 
made of 16 d. nails should be put through the bottom 


and ribs and soldered over the heads.

tion, shown by the figures, 6 and7, is a shape some- 

times adopted for hoods over grates. The methods to 

develop the pattern are the same as for the solid line 

elevations, L. §S.

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Trade Report. 





BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreet’s, New York, telegraphs 
this advance report of the iron and steel market, 
which will appear in Bradstreet’s of March 31: 

Little that is new is observable in the iron and 
steel trade. New business is of a hand-to-mouth 
character and this might be regarded as a depressing 
feature were it not for the fact that producers are so 
heavily sold ahead. Bessemer pig iron is still as 
strong as is the foundry grades are weak. But the 
increase in furnace stocks of the latter is claimed to 
be balanced by the reduction of manufacturers sup- 
plies. The strength of values generally is most 
marked at the West, where the only weak spot is 
claimed to be in plates. Advances-im wages of bitumi- 
nous coal miners remove any possible «source of weak- 
ness as regards the fuel situation. Anthracite coal 
is dull and seasonably weak, with rumors of export 
business to Russia being negotiated. 





WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails are quoted as follows. Single carload 
lots are listed at $3.53 Chicago, aud small lots from 
stock are 10c higher.
